here. Within a few months he was 
identified with a dozen projects of 
promise and all of these ultimately 
matured into affairs of proportion. He

ly as though possessed of some subtle 
inner sight which spread the future of 
concerns before him like an open book. 
His business inspirations were at- 
tended by a fine reliability which 
marked him in the world of finance as 
one favored of fortune. In turn he 
was president of the Broadway Trust 
Company, the First National Bank of 
Alhambra, the San Jacinto Valley 
Water Company, and at his death he 
Was president of the Citizens’ Nation- 
al Bank, the Home Gavings Bank 
and a director of the German Ameri- 
can Savings Bank. — 
IN PUBLIC LIFS. 

In public life he was always 
to share the responsibilities of citizen. 
ship, a fact that he demonstrated by 
servi on the Park Commission in 
1897, and by representing this district 

He was a man of diversified talents. 
having learned the blaksmith trade as 
& young man, after graduation from 
the Franklin Institute, in which he aft- 
erward held the chair of Latin and 
Mathematics, for which he deserted 
anvil and forge. While teaching he 
read law and was admiltted to the bar 
in 1868. All of his law practice was 
in Chicago and during the years of his 
practice he was a regular contributor 
to the larger néwepapers and for sev- 
eral magazines. It was while there 
that he began his first book, a volume 
of lovely verses entitied “Lyric 
Echoes.” In California he became the 
author of a dozen good short stories, 


it was one of the best sellers of the 
holiday books of the last season. 
OF QUIET TASTSS. 

In his personal habits Waters was 
& man of quiet tastes. He belonged 
neither to club nor ledge and, al- 
though « jover of the country, he was 
neither hunter nor fisherman. His 
country place at Asusa consisted of a 
fine and a quarter section of land 
and he never wearted of its improve- 
ment. It nesties in the foothills. 

All of his loved ones were with him 
at the unexpected hour of death, and 
professional nurse was also in at- 
tendance. Death came os gently ase it 
came euddenty. He felt a faintness 
stealing upon him and while the nurse 
was endeavoring to administer a stim- 
viant he slipped the leash of con- 
sciousness for the first time in his j!)- 
ness, and a mement tater he had 
brooked the bast tide.
